It accka to devefep stioog mhds 
hi strong bodies, to give a background of koowiedgr. to create taste*, aod 
standards of value, to instil priodplaof coodua that ait worthy aad CSxnttiaa, 
and to inspire, through ifkstructioa and tiafaung. kfeab that are dctttxxatk 
and altrui&tic. to the end that its atudenta may realise thdr ofal%ation to make 
some bdtvklual contribution to the common welfare. 

Tbc Sdiooi, founded in 1853, and known for forty-three ymn as Mt. 
Carroll Seminary, became, In iSg6, by the wish of the (mmdcr, Mrs, F. A. W. 
Shimcr, an af&liated school of the Udvcnity of Chksgo. The Board of 
Truitecs consisU of 6ft«n roemben, rcpnscsting the Unhmity of Chkago, 
the alumnae of the Seminary, and the dtiaess of Mt. CanoD. 

The faundrtds of graduates and popas of Mt. Canoil Sadeary art iodttdad 
aa graduates and popOs of the School, and the Uife cooatitaeacy, with traditioQS 
of culture and Christian scrvfee, gained b seventy years furaiifaei a coostaaC 
source of suf^rt.

THE FRANCES SHIMER SCHOQ L 

Frances Sliimer School has Ibc advaatogc of over seventy ycam of 
history, experiencCp and traditions; yet its equipment in cmirrly mo<lcra, 
having been rebuilt and cnbrged since 1903. The nine buiUHngs, solidly con- 
structed of brick and stone, are heated by steam, lighted by cleclricuy, and 
furnished with nio<lcm conveniences. 

Orarburu ^M 
(1903) 
This building for Instrumental arid Vocal Music contains pnictice*rootn$ 
with sixteen pianos, and rooms for instruction. The building is named for 
Mrs. Isabel Dearborn Haz/-cn, formerly bead of the Department of Mu&ic for 
over twenty years. 

{1005) 
Hathaway Hall was named for Mrs. Mary L. Hathaway Corbelt, of the 
class of 1869^ a sister of Mrs. Hattic N. licPellcy^ a former Trustee of the 
School, who gave liberally toward the erection and furnishing of the building. 
The basement contains a modern gymnasium 87X36 feet, with shower-baths 
and toilcu. The three upper floors contain parlor, rooms for forty people^ 
baths, and tninkroom. The parlor was furnished by the Mt. Carroll Seminary 
and Frances Shimcr School .\s:ioci;Uion of Chicago. Adequate fire protection 
is secured by a standpiiw, with hose connections on each floor, and ftrc escapes 
on each end.

West Hall a a well-equipped home for fifty people. It !s 154X40 feet. 

On the ground floor is the lounge, 38X50 feet, with fireplace. The studio is 

on the upper tloon Standpipe, with hose on each Hoor, and Hre escapes are 

provided, with ample aUdrways in addition, iiathrooms are on all floors 

where pupils reside.

.Metcalf Hall, to which .Andrew Carnegie contributed $10,000.00, h

equipped with stage, curtain, and other facilities for school pla>'s. The walls 
are adorned with pictures presented by various classes and individuals illus-

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The Biology laboratory, which extends across the west vnd of Science ILill, 
is a large room with windows on three aides. A closet for latx>ratory supplies 
adjoins- The laboratory contains a stonc-toppc<i working! bench which is 
fitted with gas and water, and has also five i;irgc laboratory tables with drawers. 
It is well equipped with compound microscopes, disscctingscopcftp slides, and 
Jewell models. 

mmtaui Parhfr IKrKrr Ifall 
(1922) 

William Parker McKcc Hall, built in part by (umis contributed by the Bap- 
tist Board of Education, is ii3X40> of red pressed brick with stone trim- 
mings, is four stories high. The ground floor contains the diiiing-room, 
scr\nng-room, and kitchen. The other floors have a parlor for the use of the 
students^ a suite of rooms for the Principal, a kitchenette, ample bathrooms, 
and rooms for fifty-six students and teachers. This building furnishes an 
additional home for College girls, and a dining-room for the entire School. 
This building is named for William Parker McKec in honor of the completion 
of twcnty-fivc years of scr\'icc as Dean of the School. A jxirtrait of the Dean 
by Ralph Clarkson, contributed by trustees and fonner students hangs in the 
dining room. 

(Caruriilf Ctbrarg 

At the soUcitation of ofticiab of the School Andrew Canirgie offered, in 
February, 1905, to give $10,000.00 to build a free public library for Mt. 
Carroll, if the town would furnish a suitable site and provide by taxation a 
sustaining fund. This librar>' is available for school use.

Members of the School go to the Baptbt or Mctho<iist churches. The 
Methodist church is large and commodious, equipped with pipe organ and 
Sunday-school room in ad<iition to the auditorium. The Baptist church 
erected in 1913 a Sunday-school building as an addition to its equipment and 
enlarged its audience room and organ and installed a steam-heating plant. 

&nrial Cifr 

The private boarding-school has an opportunity that does not come to the 
public institution — it commands and is likewise responsible for all the students' 
time. Under these circumstances the extracurricular activities become second 
only in importance to the program of the curriculum. Social education is p.irt 
of college training. The activities of the various student organizations not only 
supply adequate diversion, but give valuable training in social co-operation and 
in the worthy use of leisure.

No student may graduate from the Junior CuUegc with less than 60 
semester hours* work, an average of 30 each of the two years of the course. 
(An hour means a recitation once a week for one semester.) As a rule stuilents 
arc advised to carr>' four studies, each meeting four times a week, making 
16 recitation periods each week. A dijilonKi is given at the end of the course. 

Students wishing to receive college cre<iit in mu,sic must possess as a pre- 
requisite the equivalent of Grades I to V'll in CcUndar, pp. 55, 36, or I to VI in 
voice. The college music requires not less than one hour a week of instruction 
with the head of the Department, and not less than two hours a day practice. 
Credit will not be given in practical music without a year in Harmony. For 
extra charges in practice and theor>'. see **Kxpenses." p. 40. 

The Junior College work is the ctiuivalcnt of the Freshman and Sopho- 
more years of a regular college. At the University of Chicago credit is given 
without examination on the basis of two majors for one unit, but a student 
whose average is So or better will be given iS mAJors for the two years* work* 
64 semester hours. Institutions which have the semester 5>'stcm grant credit 
as a rule, semester hour for semester hour. A good student who has done 
two full years' work ut Frances Shimcr School may enter the Junior class at 
college, provided the work done here is chosen with reference to the require- 
ments of the college of her choice. These institutions have given advanced
